worldwide  reputation  for  fearleHH  advp 
eacy  of  the  right,  ami  of  being  a 
table  bulwark  against  corrupts 
social  and  }m »liiicnl.  If  the  two  ate 
at  odds,  all  we  have  to  say  is  jss<r  AJj 
thotiy  Comstock ! 

There  has  ap]>carcd  upon  the  lu 
z<>n  of  ]>ublic  opinion,  a  cloud 
what  larger  than  a  man’s  hand,  which 
^  if  be  does  not  sj*e**dily  get  under  e*)v- 
er,  will  develop  into  a  shower  siitfi 
cieut  to  wash  the  Comstock  Society 
for  the  Suppression  of  Vice  out  of 
sight.  It  is  an  open  a  vt-rv  «>j»eii 
(juestion  if  this  wouhl  not  bean  ev  tint- 
much  to  l»e  wished  for  by  all  lovers  of 
virtue.  For  if  this  vice  {  ur  perhafps 
viciqus  )  society,  is  steered  on  its  pres¬ 
ent  course  much  longer,  all  the  gtjfcl 
it  has  ihrne  will  be  destroyed  by  Mie 
antagonisms  it  will  create,  aiuousgt 
the  best  elements  of  the  comunmity. 

When  Cofostock  first  began,  he  ac 
com  {dished  much  good,  by  suppress 
iug  vulgar  and  nasty  products  »*f  the 
|*n  and  pencil,  which  were  Sold  and 
bought  merely  because  they  were  nas¬ 
ty.  This  was  well,  and  w  ith  the  sup¬ 
pression  of  this  sort  of  stuff,  the  object 
of  the  statute  is  attained.  But  Corn- 
stock  and  kindred  cranks  never  know 
how  to  let  well  enough  alone ;  it  is  not 
their  nature  to.  The  trouble  with 
them  is,  they  not  only  wish  to  sup¬ 
press  vice,  weich  is  all  -right,  but  they 
wish  to  be  the  judges  of  what  consti¬ 
tutes  vice,  which  is  all  wrong. 

If  the  their  Construction  of  the  stat¬ 
ute  is  correct,  then  every  publishw  or 
bookseller,  who  sells  or  offers  for,  Sale, 
the  works  of  Chaucer,  Fielding,  Smol 
lett,  Congreve,  Beaumont  and  JFTefch- 
«*r,  Byron,  Gu-tlie,  Balzac,  Shakes¬ 
peare,  Virgil  and  Homer  is  liable  to 
thousands  of  dollars  fine.  ?unl  years  of 
imprisonment.  Any  one  can  go  to  Ap 
pleton's,  Dodd  *Y  Mead’s,  Scribner’s 
or  any  other  most  -respectable  publish 
ing  house  in  New  York,  and  buy  from 
the  counters  or  leave  an  order  foi  l  any 
of  these  works.  Can  it  be  possible 
that  the  legislature  intended  to  popple 
our  prisons  with  the  most  gifted  and 
intelligent  part  of  our  population  ? 
And  yet  this  faust  be  the  result  if  tliis 
self -constituted  little  body  of  ceijsprs 
is  right. 

If  Knoedler  is  guilty  of  violating 
the  statute,  by  having' for  bale  pictures 
ami  statuary  representing  uudej  fig 
Ures,  then  every  member  of  the  Na 
tional  Academy,  and  tin  proprietor  of 
every  art  gallery  should  be  in  prison, 
for  every  year  those  who  care  for  line 
art  have  seen  these  pictures  ami  jrieces 
of  statuary  exhibited  by  them.  It  is 
doubtful  if  there  is  a  picture  dealer 
in  New  York  where  one  could  not  buy¬ 
out  of  stock  a  copy ,  of  the  celebrated 
painting  of  Lady  Go*. lira  at  Antwerp, 
and  scores  of  others  still  more  cele 
brated  and  admired.  Away  with  all 
these  dealers  to  Sing  Sing  :  ami  since 
the  buyer  is  morally  as  bad  as  the  sel¬ 
ler,  let  their  customers  go  with  them. 
Truly  if  this  policy  I»e  carried  out  to 
its  logical  conclusion,  the  wit,  beauty 
and  virtue  of  the  community  will  l>e 
largely  centered  in  the  prisons,  and 
the  outside  world  would  be  left,  free 
for  murderers,  thieves  and  swindlers  ; 
for  in  the  nature  of  things  these  last 
must  be  kept  by  themselves,  and  if 
the  rfefined,. cultured  and  god  fearing 
people  are  to  be  shut  ill,  these  tJthers 
must  be  shut  out. 

If  Anthony  Comstock  by  his  sense- 
less  "raids  on  art  and  literature,  makes 
the  statute  of  the  legislature  a  means 
of  oppression,  and  brings  law  into  rid 
icule  and  contempt,  it  will  not  long 
remain  on  the  books.  All  the  jieople 
are  not  vet  daft. 


Excelsior  Hose. 

“  The  Excelsior  Hose  Company  l>oys 
are  workers  ”  was  the  remark  nia^le 
by  one  of  the  members  of  the  Town 
Committee  not  long  since.  An  iuspec- 

ftion  of  the  w'ork  (lone  bv  this  company 
since  their  organization  fully  corrobo¬ 
rates  that  statement. 

Two  years  ago  the  young  rueu  in 
the  neighborhood  of  uppe^  Broad  St. 
conceived  the  idea  of  organizing  a 
hose  company.  After  battling  with 
the  usual  difficulties  connected  with 
preliminary  organization,  they  deter¬ 
mined  to  buy  a  lot  and  erect  a  build¬ 
ing  of  their  own.  In  the  face  of  the 
obstacles  to  lie  overcome  this  was  a 
gigantic  undertaking.  The  young  men 
however,  were  determined  in  tliedr  ef¬ 
forts,  and  just  here  the  young  ladies 
in  the  neigdborbood  are  deserving  of 


piaise.  for  the*  lent  a  willing  and 
helping  ham!  m  the  carrying  out  of 
the  enterprise.  A  k4  was  purchased 
at  ther.imer  -f  Jam***  and  Broad  Sts 
Judging  from  the  external  appearance 
uf  the  property  at  the  time  of  purchase, 
it  might  l>e  truly  aanl  that*-  the  money 
vu  sunk,  for  it  would  be  a  difficult 
matter  to  find  a  deeper  bole  for  build 
ing  purples.  Since  the  erection  of 
the  building  public  opinion  has  chan 
ge*l  and  the  meml»en»  of  the  company 
are  now  credited  with  shrewd  fore 
sight.  A  contract  waa  made  with  the 
well  known  reliable  builders,  Messrs. 
Wil.le  A  Albius* m,  for  the  erection  uf 
h  building  and  the  plans  were  drawn 
with  »i  view  to  having  s  building  that 
would  s^rve  in  supplying  the  s.-cial 
requirements  of  the  place  »s  well  as 
being  useful  for  tire  piirjs*8es.  In  the 
earning  out  <>f  this  scheme  the  mem 
berw  have  l>eeu  eminently  successful 
Externally  the  building  presents 
very  handsome  ap|>earHUce  and  when 
the  projected  improvements  are  c»/m 
j»lete*l  it  will  be  numbered  among  the 
objects  <J  interest  connected  with  the 
town.  The  first  ff«K»r  of  the  building 
is  divided  into  two  rooms,  one  for  the 
storage  of  the  necessary  fire  apparatus 
and  the  other  for  social  purposes.  A 
parlor,  trustees’  room  and  janitor’s 
room  tuke  up  the  second  floor.  The 
sacrificing  of  space  in  the  trustees  and 
janitors  r***>msin  favor  of  the  parlor  is 
very  commendable  as  it  is  obvious  that 
there  is  no  necessity  for  the  two  former 
r< ** 'ins  ln-ing  large.  The  trustees’  n*  >m 
is  supplied  with  a  secretary’s  table 
and  other  articles  neeessajry  in  tie 
transaction  of  business.  The  parlor  is 
well  supplied  with  handsome,  substaii 
tial  chairs  and  a  very  ornamental  cen¬ 
tre  table,  which  jk assesses  the  useful 
pro]H*rtv  of  extension.  The  furniture 
was  supplied  by  Mr.  John  G.  Keyler, 
who  was  very  lil>erul  in  all  his  dealings 
with  the  company.  An  especially  at 
tractive  feature  of  the  rooms  is  the  gas 
fixtures.  Mr.  T.  E.  Hayes  is  given 
credit  fur  these,  as  he  furnished  the 
company  with  his  experience  in  this 
line,  l*>th  in  purchasing  and  puttinj 
them  in. 

.  On  entering  the  rooms  you  are  sur¬ 
prised  to  realize  how  warm  and  com¬ 
fortable  they  are  ;  you  look  around  for 
a  stove  but  fail  to  see  any;  on  being 
escorted  into  the  basement  a  large 
“  Thatcher  ”  heater  is  discovered  to  be 
the  producer  of  the  pleasant  warmth. 
Thi>  heater  is  of  u  new’ pattern,  which 
is  n-*w  being  introduced  by  Mr.  J. 
B.  Harvey.  The  heat  is  conducted 
through  the  building  in  fines  and  is 
admitted  to  the  various  rooms  through 
adjustable  registers  The  water  fix¬ 
tures  are  another  prominent  feature 
of  this  model  buifding,  Combining  as 
they  do  attractiveness  ami  usefulness. 
A  visit  to  this  building  cannot  fail  to 
prove  of  interest  to  any  who  may  call 
there.  Some  of  the  meuiliers  may 
always  be  found  there  in  the  evening 
and  visitors  will  be  shown  through 
the  building  wfith  pleasure.  It 
hopod  the  Excelsior  boys  may  soon 
realize  their  hearts  desire  and  what 
they  really  deserve — a  handsome  new 
carriage.
